PREFACE 

The  Annual  Trade  Report  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  March  31,  1923,  is 
nearly  identical  in  format  with  the  report  for  the  fiscal  year  1922.  The  usual 
arrangement  of  "  Summary  Tables ",  "  Detailed  Tables "  and  "  Special 
Analyses  "  is  followed.  The  full  plan  is  indicated  in  the  Table  of  Contents, 
on  page  2. 

The  pre-war  year  statistics  which  were  a  feature  of  the  main  tables  in  the 
1922  volume  have  been  omitted  and  the  tables  again  cover  the  five  latest  fiscal 
years,  viz.:  1919  to  1923,  inclusive. 

Certain  new  items  appear  in  the  main  tables  of  both  Imports  and  Exports. 
These  additions  were  made  on  the  representations  of  leading  commercial  interests 
that  the  additional  statistical  information  would  be  of  value  to  them.  There 
are  no  changes  in  the  composition  of  either  the  main  groups  or  the  sub-groups. 

In  the  special  analysis  of  trade  according  to  the  Origins  of  commodities 
(i.e.,  in  the  primary  industries)  the  commodities  formerly  included  in  "  Articles 
of  Agricultural  or  Vegetable  Origin  "  and  "  Articles  of  Animal  Origin  "  have 
been  classified  under  "  Farm  Origin  "  and  "  Wild  Life  Origin."  This  arrange- 
ment brings  together  all  the  products  derived  from  the  basic  industry  of  agri- 
culture, and  new  sub-groups  provide  the  necessary  separate  totals  for  "  Field 
Crops  "  and  "  Animal  Husbandry."  There  is  also  a  further  division  into 
"  Canadian  Farm  Products "  and  "  Foreign  Farm  Products,"  the  former 
including  all  commodities  such  as  are  produced  on  Canadian  farms,  while  the 
latter  include  such  products  as  cannot  be  grown  in  the  Dominion,  e.g.,  coffee, 
cotton,  rice,  rubber,  etc.  The  main  group  "  Wild  Life  Origin  "  includes  such 
commodities  as  ivory,  furs  and  game. 

The  special  analysis  according  to  the  Purpose  for  which  goods  are  used 
is  on  the  same  plan  as  that  used  last  year. 

The  text  of  the  report  appears  throughout  in  both  French  and  English. 

The  report  was  compiled  in  the  External  Trade  Branch  of  the  Dominion 
Bureau  of  Statistics  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  W.  A.  Warne,  B.A.,  Chief, 
and  Mr.  Ernest  Green,  Assistant  Chief  of  the  Branch.

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PRfiFACE 

Le  rapport  annuel  sur  le  commerce  pour  I'exercice  budg^taire  termin6 
le  31  mars  1923  est  pr^sent^  sous  une  forme  a  peu  pres  identique  a  celui  de 
1922.  Les  tableaux  d'ensemble  et  de  detail  et  les  analyses  speciales  y  sont 
dans  la  disposition  ordinaire,  telle  qu'indiqu6e  dans  la  table  des  matieres,  page  3. 

Les  statistiques  de  I'ann^e  prec^dant  la  guerre  qui  occupaient  une  des 
colonnes  des  tableaux  principaux  dans  le  volume  de  1922  ont  6t6  supprim^es, 
et  les  chiffres  donnas  couvrent  comme  autrefois,  les  cinq  dernieres  ann^es 
fiscales,  de  1919  a  1923  inclusivement. 

II  a  fait  certaines  additions  a  la  nomenclature  des  principaux  tableaux 
d'importations  ou  d'exportations,  a  la  demande  d'importants  int^rets  commer- 
ciaux.  II  n'y  a  pas  de  changement  dans  la  composition  des  groupes  principaux 
ou  de  leurs  divisions. 

Dans  I'analyse  sp6ciale  du  commerce  d'apr^s  la  provenance  des  marchan- 
dises  (pour  les  industries  principales),  celles  qui  etaient  classees  comme  ((Produits 
agricoles  et  substances  v^getales))  sont  maintenant  divis^es  sous  les  en-tetes 
((D'origine  agricole))  et  ((D'origine  sauvage)).  Get  arrangement  place  dans 
un  meme  groupe  tous  les  produits  ayant  pour  base  I'industrie  agricole,  et  de 
nouvelles  subdivisions  donnent  s^par^ment  les  totaux  des  «Recoltes»  et  de 
r  ((Elevage)).  II  existe  aussi  une  autre  division  entre  ((Produits  des  fermes 
canadiennes))  et  ((Produits  des  fermes  de  I'^tranger)),  le  premier  en-tete  couvrant 
toutes  les  denrees  que  produisent  les  fermes  canadiennes,  et  le  deuxieme  com- 
prenant  les  substances  que  le  Canada  ne  pent  produire,  comme  le  cafe,  le  coton, 
le  riz,  le  caoutchouc,  etc.  Le  principal  groupe  des  articles  ((d'origine  sauvage)) 
comprend  les  choses  comme  I'ivoire,  la  fourrure  et  le  gibier. 

L'analyse  sp^ciale  suivant  I'usage  ou  la  destination  des  marchandises  est 
sur  le  meme  plan  que  I'an  dernier. 

Le  texte  frangais  accompagne  partout  le  texte  anglais.

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EXPLANATORY  NOTES 


In  this  report,  throughout,  the  term  "Imports"  means  "Imports  Entered  for  Consump- 
tion". 

The  term  "Entered  for  Consumption"  is  the  technical  term  in  use  at  the  custom-house, 
and  does  not  imply  that  the  goods  have  been  actually  consumed  in  Canada,  but  that  they  have 
passed  into  the  possession  of  the  importer  and  that  duty  has  been  paid  on  that  portion  Uable 
for  duty. 

The  value  given  for  goods  imported  is  the  fair  market  value  thereof  when  sold  for  home 
consumption  in  the  principal  markets  of  the  country  whence  and  at  the  time  when  the  same 
were  exported  directly  to  Canada. 

The  term  "Canadian  Produce"  includes  all  imported  articles  which  have  been  changed  in 
form  or  enhanced  in  value  by  further  manufacture  in  Canada,  such  as  sugar  refined  in  Canada 
from  imported  raw  sugar,  flour  ground  from  imported  wheat,  and  articles  constructed  or  manu- 
factured from  imported  materials. 

The  term  "Foreign  Produce"  applies  to  the  exports  of  foreign  goods  which  had  been  previously 
imported.  ■ 

The  value  of  "Canadian  Produce"  is  its  value  at  the  time  of  exportation  at  the  ports  of 
Canada  whence  shipped. 

The  value  of  "Foreign  Produce"  is  the  actual  cost  of  such  goods. 

The  tables  of  imports  and  exports  at  the  several  ports  of  entry  indicate  that  merchandise 
of  the  value  stated  was  entered  inwards  or  passed  outwards  at  the  ports  mentioned,  but  do  not 
imply  that  the  imports  were  all  for  consumption  at  such  ports  or  that  the  exports  originated 
there. 

The  initials  N.E.S.  mean  "not  elsewhere  specified". 
The  initials  N.O.P.  mean  "not  otherwise  provided  for". 

The  expression  "ton"  means  two  thousand  pounds,  and  "cwt."  one  hundred  pounds. 

Throughout  this  report  the  expression  "British  Africa— West — Other"  means  all  of  British 
West  Africa  except  Gambia,  Gold  Coast,  Nigeria  and  Sierra  Leone:  "British  East  Indies — 
Other"  means  all  the  British  East  Indies  excei)t  British  India,  Ceylon,  and  the  Straits  Settle- 
ments: "British  West  Indies — Other"  means  all  the  British  West  India  Islands  except  Barbados, 
Jamaica  and  Trinidad  and  Tobago:  "British  Oceania — Other"  means  all  of  British  Oceania  except 
the  Australian  Common  vealth,  Fiji  and  New  Zealand:  while  "Italian  Africa — Other"  means  all 
Italian  possessions  in  Africa,  except  Tripoli. 

Prior  to  1920  "Silver  bullion  in  bars,  blocks,  ingots,  drops,  sheets  and  plates,  unmanufactured" 
was  included  in  "Coin  and  Bullion".  Beginning  with  the  fiscal  year  1920  it  is  regarded  as  mer- 
chandise. In  order  to  maintain  the  value  of  tliese  tables  for  comparative  purposes,  the  figures 
have  been  revised  in  accordance  with  this  new  arrangement.  Consequently,  the  tables  in  this 
report  will  not  agree  in  their  totals  of  "Merchandise"  and  "Coin  and  Bullion"  with  similar  tables 
published  in  Annual  Trade  Reports  prior  to  1920

Les  mots  "produits  canadiens"  cou^Tent  tous  les  articles  import^s  qui  ont  ete  modifies  dans 
leur  forme  ou  augment^s  de  valeur  par  I'industrie  canadienne,  comme  le  sucre  raffing  au  Canada 
provenant  du  sucre  brut  imports,  la  farine  extraite  de  hl6  import^,  et  les  articles  construits  ou 
fabriqu(5s  avec  des  materiaux  importes. 

Les  mots  "produits  strangers"  d^signent  tous  les  articles  importes  de  pays  strangers,  puis 
r^exportes. 

La  valeur  des  "produits  canadiens"  est  la  valeur  r^elle  a  la  date  de  leur  exportation,  aux 
ports  du  Canada  d'oi  ils  sont  expedies. 

La  valeur  des  "produits  etrangers"  est  le  codt  effectif  de  ces  marchandises. 

Les  tableaux  des  importations  et  des  exportations  aux  dififerents  ports  d'entr^e  qui  figurent 
dans  ce  rapport,  indiquent  que  ces  marchandises  sont  passtes  par  ces  ports,  soit  k  I'entrce,  soit 
k  la  sortie,  mais  ne  signifient  pas  qu'elles  aient  6te  consommdes  dans  ces  ports,  ni  qu'elles  y  aient 
eu  leur  origine. 

Les  initiales  "n.s.a."  signifient  "non  sp6cifi6s  ailleurs". 

Les  initiales  "n.a.e."  signifient  "non  autrement  Snum6r6s". 

L'expression  "tonne"  signifie  deux  mille  livres,  et  "qtl"  cent  livres. 

Partout  oil  elle  est  employee  dans  ce  rapport  l'expression  "Afrique  britannique  de  I'ouest — 
autre"  embrasse  la  totaht^  de  I'Afrique  britannique  de  I'ouest,  except(5  la  Gambie,  la  Cote-d'Or, 
la  Nigdrie  et  Sierra-Leone.  "Indes  orientales  britanniques — autres"  embrasse  toutes  les  Indes 
orientales  britanniques,  k  I'exception  de  I'lnde  anglaise,  Ceylan  et  les  Etablissements  des  Ddtroits. 
"Antilles  anglaises — autres"  comprend  toutes  les  ties  des  Antilles  anglaises  excepts  les  Barbades, 
la  Jamai'que,  Trinidad  et  Tobago.  Enfin,  "Oc6anie  britannique — autre"  embrasse  toutes  lea 
possessions  britanniques  de  rOc6anie,  sauf  I'Australie,  lesilesFidji  et  la  Nouvelle-Z61ande.  Enfin, 
•'Afrique  itahenne — autre"  compoite  toutes  les  possessions  italiennes  en  Afrique,  moins  Tripoli. 

Anterieurement  k  1920,  "I'argent  en  barres,  saumons,  lingots,  lames,  feuilles  ou  plaques, 
non  ouvre",  se  confondait  avec  "monnaies  et  lingots",  mais  il  est  considere  comme  une  marchan- 
dise  depuis  le  commencement  de  I'exercice  1920.  Dans  le  but  de  conserver  la  possibility  de 
comparaison  des  tableaux,  les  chiffres  ont  d\i  etre  revises,  conformijment  au  nouvel  dtat  de  choses. 
C'est  ce  qui  explique  que  les  totaux  des  "Marchandises"  et  ceux  des  "Monnaies  et  lingots"  que 
I'on  trouvera  dans  les  tableaux  du  present  rapport  ne  concordent  pas  exactement  avec  les  chififres 
donnas  dans  les  rapports  ant^rieurs  k  1920.
